NBW YOIIK, September 20.-Tbe letter 


from Grover Cleveland, accepting the 
nomination for the presidency at the 
hands of the Democratic p»-ty, is made 
public tonight. 


He sayfl at the outset that continued 


reflection and obeervation has confirmed 
him in his adherence to the opinions 
•which he has heretofore plainly and 
publicly declared. He soon enters upon 
a discussion of the tariff question and 
says, in part:

These arc 
disadvantages which cannot 
be con 


tended against in many branches of in 
dustry and lines of business upon wliicl 
the profits are limited by active coinpett 
tion. 


The growth ol the raisin and fruit in 


dustry in OaHfornia has reached a poin 
in the volume of production and confie 
quent dEmlnntion of profits, that doe 
not with safety to the producers admit o 
the present rates of transportation t 
eastern markets. The result of this, i 
continued, moat necessarily be a marked 
decrease in the growth of these Impi/rtan 
industries which will be especially dotri 
mental to thia city and county, where e< 
much depends upon the continued sue- 
cess and advancement of raisin and frul 
caltnre.

tBBued a million dollars lu bonds at S per 
cent on that road*md they aaid they put 
in a half million in money bf aides. They 
ran H at a IOBS for seven yeare, and they 
never loet as little in any ono year as 
17000, to say nothing of the coat of ecu- 
btructiou. I bought that road afterward 
for half a million dollars. 
"The road from Salinaa to Monterey 


coat its builders $371,000, and they ran 
it for live, six or seveu years, and their, 
books showed their highest lose m one 
year to bo $37,300, and the lowest loos 
$5300. 1 bought that road, hut 1 didn't 
Eive them much for it. Of course we 
built the El Monte hotel and it pays 4 or 
5 per cent on the cost to us. 


"The Jones road at Los Angeles cost 


him $710,000, and 1 gave him only $223,- 
)00 for it. We can work these roads 
much more cheaply than the owners 
did—jUBt for operating expenses. We 
would take off all expenee except train 
expenses and the pay of tho train men.

COMritTING LINKS. 


"Do you believe there is anything in 


this talk about a competing line coming 
into this state?" was asked.
